Mayor Plain agreed with 
this saying, *‘no one person 
can carry it out, without the 
consensus of the group 
elected to discharge the 
function." 

Mrs. Smith said: ‘‘I 
Suggest when a majority 
votes on a particular matter, 
this policy has been set by 
seven people - this im- 
pression is not given by the 
article."’

Asked what he thought his 
chances were in the up- 
coming fight, the mayor 
stated he looked forward to 
the challenge. 

Asked if he feared that 
allegations in the St. Albert 
Gazette might hamper his 
election campaign, Mayor 
Plain said, ‘‘The St. Albert 
Gazette is operated by the 
MLA and publisher - in the 
last analysis, andthe MLA 
must account to the people, 
no matter how they use the 
paper, whether it is used 
correctly or incorrectly.”’ 

Mayor Plain added that 
the paper and the MLA were 
irrelevant to the whole 
campaign. 

Commenting on the St. 
Albert council, Mayor Plain 
said perhaps ‘‘We are the 
only council where any 
citizen may walk through the 
door without an appoint- 
ment, where citizens can 
address any question to all 
members of council without 
any types of written quer- 
ies.” 

On the Municipal Planning 
Commission the mayor said 
it was open to all citizens and 
was not a planning com- 
mission of bureaucrats. 


OUTLINES GROWTH AND 
ACHIEVEMENTS 
Mayor Plain said St. 


Albert had grown from a 
town to a city into managed 
growth, and from a satellite 
town to one which was now 
jooking at light industrial and 
commercial developments. 
There was the 180 Camp- 
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bell Industrial Park and a 
large regional shopping cen- 
tre coming into town, under 
the joint. co-operation of 
Abacus Cities and the 
Hudson Bay Company. 

Over the past two years, 
the city had developed a 
swimming pool and arena 
facility. 

And the mayor continued 
that after St. Albert had 
established its ‘‘sovereign’’ 
boundaries, these were now 
being respected by Edmon- 
ton, which could be annexing 
land right up to the Res- 
tricted Deveiopment Area 
(RDA). 

“St. Albert and Edmonton 
now have an understanding 
of where their boundaries lie 
in this area,’’ Mayor Plain 
stated. 

On the question of whether 
or not the St. Albert mayor 
should have a full time 
position, Mayor Plain said 
St. Albert had to be run by a 
chief executive officer in the 
sixth largest city in Alberta. 

As an associate professor 
at the University of Alberta 
Mayor Plain said if re-elected 
he will take full time leave of 
absence from the university. 

In the context of what the 
city had achieved over the 
past three years, Mayor 
Plain warned that if decisions 
were reversed, they (the 
people who changed them) 
“will run into extreme 
difficulties." 

Mayor Plain emphasized 
that decent traffic access in 
the Edmonton St. Albert 
corridor would be a top 
priority if he were re-elected. 

Questioned about his last 
campaign expenses, Mayor 
Plain pointed out these came 
to about $650-$1,000. He also 
said that any surplus funds 
from his campaign would be 
donated to charity or to the 
betterment of the St. Albert 
library. 

He said an audited state- 
ment of his campaign expen- 
ses would be available at the 
end of the campaign.

Roger Bourbonnais, re- 
presenting the Albert La- 
combe parents, explained to 
Board members the groups 
concern with overcrowded 
grade 4 classes, The students 
in the two classes had been 
plagued with a_ similar 
situation since grade 1 and 
Mr. Bourbonnais felt it was 
time the students received a 
‘break’: Space is available at 
Albert Lacombe and the 
parents felt another teacher 
was needed to reduce the 
classroom ratio, 

Board Chairman Steve 
Sieben, thanked the dele- 
gations and referred the 
matter to a closed session 
following the regular meet- 
ing. 

When contacted Tuesday 
regarding the matter, Dr. 
Bill Zielinski, District 3 
superintendent, informed 
the Gazette of the Board's 
decision. 

Enrollment problems at 
Bertha Kennedy will be 
relieved by the addition of 
one full time teacher to take a 
grade S-6 split class and one 
half-time teacher to take a 
grade 2-3 split class in the 
mornings. 

The teacher taking the 2-3 
split will teach core subjects 
(math, science, language 
arts, etc.) thus reducing the 
pupil teacher ratio in the 
crucial areas, Subjects like 
art, phys. ed, do not require 
a similarly low ratio and will 
therefore be handled by a 
single teacher. 

The Albert Lacombe si- 
tuation has been resolved by 
the addition of one half time 
teacher to decrease the ratio 
in the grade 4 classes. 

The new teachers should 
be in the classrooms .some- 
time this week.

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She continued, ‘*I hope we 
will continue to be in the 
situation where whoever is 
the mayor will be pulled up 
by council if the majority 
decision is not represented.”’ 

Mayor Plain was also 
stung by the editorial's point 
about the composition of the 
MPC. He cited examples 
which showed that St, Al- 
bert’s MPC did not: fare 
badly - in terms of make-up - 
when compared with other 
municipalities in the pro- 
vince. And he suggested that 
St. Albert's MPC was open 
and **held open’’ and the 
“statement is just comple- 
tely incorrect.’ 

Issue was also taken with 
the criticism that St. Albert 
does not need a FULL time 
mayor, because it eliminates 
others in the community who 
would like a crack at the job. 

“The position of full time 
mayor was a unanimous 
decision of the council,’ said 
Mr. Breadner, 

Mr Lukay did not under- 
stand the view that people 
could be eliminated if the 
position of mayor was full 
time; **the work load at town 
hall is a full time job."’ 

On criticism of St. Albert's 
handling of the fire agree- 


ment ‘with the MD of 
Sturgeon in the editorial, Mr. 
Breadner said, ‘‘this council 
is unanifmously agreed we 
are not prépared to fight fires 
in the MD till we get equit- 
able support we are 
fighting 25 percent of the 
fires on tWo percent of the 
budgets” 

Qr“the editorials broach- 
ing of the conflict between 
St. Albert and its two school 
boards, and development 
agreements between the 
bodies, Mayor Plain said it 
was difficult to see how the 
‘actions of the city affect the 
school board,’’ Mr. Lukay 
added, ‘I do not see how you 
can inerpret it as encroach- 
ing on the economy of school 
affairs." 

Regarding criticism of a 
recent industrial land pur- 
chase, Mr. Breadner said the 
(government) had found no- 
thing wrong with it, and the 
way it - the editorial - had 
been laid out was quite 
unfair. 

On reference to St. Al- 
bert’s $30,000 downtown 


core and the $20,000 per’ 


month interest allegedly 
being paid, City Admini- 
strator Bob Byron pointed 
out a $2.4 million debenture 
would have-had to be taken 
out by St: Albert on the 
downtown core, if the in- 
terest rate was to come to 
$20,000 a month. But the 
debenture was only $1.2 
million, which would only 
mean interest of $10,000 a 
month being charged, Mr. 
Byron outlined. 

Mr. Byron also pointed out 
that a $300,000 court house 
has been earmarked for the 
downtown core by the pro- 
vincial government. 

On the criticism that St. 
Albert's present council had 
not honoured sewer agree- 
ments made by the former 
council with Morinville and 
the MD of Sturgeon, Mayor 
Plain outlined the following. 

He said that after 1974, St. 
Albert had entered an agree- 
ment with Morinville on the 
question of sewage dispos- 
al, ‘but Morinville had not 
been able to exercise it, 
because of negotiations with 
the MD of Sturgeon.”’ 

The mayor emphasized 
that there never had been an 
agreement between the MD 
of Sturgeon and St. Albert 
for the provision of sewage 
facilities. 

Alderwoman Margaret 
Smith suggested almost one 
point a paragraph in the 11 
paragraph editorial was not 
accurate.

Canada. 

He was the first chairman 
of the Protestant school 
board, formed in 1958 and 
served on the board for 12 
years, 10 as chairman and 
two as trustee, before re- 
signing in 1970.

This agreement 
under which the school 
boards and the town arran- 
ged for joint use of school 
grounds and facilities was 
the first of its kind in the 
province. 

Mr. Harvey said he could 
be available full time if and 
when needed, but feels that 
mayor and council should 
give direction and rely on 
administrators to carry them 
out. Some duties should be 
delegated to councillors, but 
1 would always be available 
to attend meetings with them 
if that is what they wished, 
giving ERPC as an example. 
He feels also that there is too 
much staff at the moment, 
and attention must increa- 
singly be paid in all de- 
partments to what is afford- 
able. 

“Lam not an expert on 
municipal affairs,’’ said Mr. 
Harvey, ‘‘but what I don't 
know I can find out. I have 
never been frightened in my 
years in business to admit | 
didn’t know the answer to a 
client's question, but I found 
the answers.'’ Mr. Harvey 
said he didn’t consider him- 
self a professional going into 
municipal politics. 

Mr. Harvey and his wife 
Joan have two sons, both of 
whom were educated in St. 
Albert schools. Shawn lives 
in St. Albert and the older 
son, Tony in Edmonton.

If city council's vision for 
the future of St. Albert 
comes true, the city will wind 
up as ‘‘Utility Capital of 
Alberta.”’ 

Councillor Myrna Fyfe 
used this designation at 
Monday night's meeting of 
committee of the whole of 
city council. The remark was 
made during a discussion of 
a letter from Dr, Allan 
Warrack, minister of Utilities 
and Telephones. 

Dr. Warrack's letter was 
written in response to a letter 
from Mayor Dick Plain re- 
garding the possibility of the 
development of sub-regional 
offices here for Alberta 
Government Telephones. 
The mayor saw Dr. Warr- 
ack's response to his suge- 
estions as ‘‘encouraging’’ as 
did Mrs. Fyfe. 

The mayor stated that first 
breakthrough in the realm of 
sub-regional development 
came when Calgary Power 
opened a sub-regional office 
here. The mayor then stated 
that although AGT is pre- 
sently headquartered in Ed- 
monton, Edmonton itself 
does not support the pro- 
vincial telephone system, 
although it provides the 
employees for its head office. 

Alderman Fyfe pointed out 
that in the event of the 
decentralization of AGT, 
employees now working at 
the Edmonton office would 
not have to relocate if a sub- 
regional office were esta- 
blished in St, Albert. 

Committee of the whole 
Chairman Gary Wetsch mo- 
that the letter be 
received, and the motion 
carried. 


Dave Miller, five - year resident seeks council seat 


Dave Miller, manager of 
Eaton's Warehouse Store on 
St. Albert Trail, has thrown 
his hat into the ring for a 
position on St. Albert coun- 
cil. It is Mr. Miller's first bid 
for any elected office, but he 
believes people should take 
part in the affairs of their 
community and decided after 
some ‘“‘serious thought" to 
run for alderman. He has 
lived in St. Albert since June 
of 1972. 

“Something has to be 
done, Mr. Miller told the 
Gazette. ‘‘There are major 
decisions needed, but so 
much infighting and petti- 
ness goes on - things you 
would expect in a kinder- 
garten.’’ He said he could 
devote the time necessary 

He feels Mayor Plain may 
have arrived on the scene too 
early ‘‘perhaps further 
down the road if St. Albert 
had a population of say 
100,000, his ideas on how we 


should go would make sense. 
Right now I think he's 
running us into the ground. 

Mr. Miller is concerned 
that taxes and problems of 
land are going to cripple 
residents, and also men- 
tioned costs of bus and 
ambulance services. ‘*Bus 
costs worry me,"’ he said, ‘'It 
is a necessary service but is 
not catering to the needs of 
people, and it appears itis 
not being properly run." 

Mr. Miller was sorry to see 
St. Albert go to city status. 
“Il saw this happen to St. 
James in the Winnipeg 
metropolitan area, and it 
turned many areas 
gradually come under the 
control of Winnipeg and our 
taxes went up. So many 
people wished later they had 
not gone that route, he 
added. Already in St. Albert 
I have seen many people 
move out, said Mr. Miller, 
because they can't afford to 
live here any longer.

COERSE 


{AP| - From the folks who introduced a course in marijuana 
growing at the University of Connecticut's student-run 
Experimental College comes a new class - How to Build an 
Atomic Bomb, 


Mhe course is being offered this fall “to draw attention to the 
dangers of nuclear power,”’ says the college's handbook. 


Ihe deseription adds that the course won't try to build an 
actual atomic bomb, nor will it try to get nuclear material. 


Anthony Esposito, a staff member at Experimental College, 
said the course would involve only public information such 
as may be found in technical journals. 


He said the course is planned to determine if a group of 
intelligent people can produce a crude atom bomb, 


rhe college said that by demonstrating “‘the comparative 
ease with which an atomic bomb can be made, the collective 
hopes to demonstrate that the danger of atomic terrorism is 
real and even probable if the spread of nuclear power plants 
is not stopped,” 


The college's marijuana growing class stirred controversy 
this summer, but was permitted to proceed when officials 
determined that participants would not be breaking any 
laws, 


College officials said no marijuana would be present in the 
classroom, 


The Experimental College, which supports itself with 
student fees, uses university building space but is not under 
direct control of the university administration.

Fred Plain, a southern Ontario Ojibwa on a flight from 
Sweden to Montreal, arrived at Mirabel airport to a

ceremonial welcome from 50 chanting Indians. 


‘Thre European countries - Denmark, Sweden and Finland 
- have accepted out declaration of independence,” Plain told 
newsmen, 


George Manuel, president of the World Council of 
Indigenous Peoples, who travelled with Plain to the 
council's second general assembly in Kirtuna, Sweden, said 
Swedish customs officers at first objected to the home-made 
passport. After lawyers for the council discussed the matter 
with officials, Plain was allowed to board his flight. 


The passport is made of plain green cardboard, with Plain’s 
photograph inside. lt was issued by Grand Council Treaty 
No. 9 - an Ojibwa-Cree organization in Northern Ontario. 


Plain also carried a valid Canadian passport, but refused to 
present it to Swedish customs officers. 


The Ojibwa-Cree are fighting for recognition as an 
independent nation within Canada, Plain, 52, has been 
involved in fighting for native rights for 30 years.

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In a meeting recently with 
members of the Alberta 
cabinet, The Alberta Tea-

sized that while the ‘three 
R's’ are important, the

The tormented soul that 
tormented everybody else 
with screams of ‘‘Get a 
face-lift, bitch,’’ and Go to 
Hell, Jolly Green Giant!"’ 
during the first screening of 
the latest ‘‘ Exorcist’ take-off 
*“‘Ruby’’ summed up the 
sheer banality of this movie 
better than any reviewer 
could. 
But it falls to the lot of the

The film is an insult to the 
intelligence and must be the 
biggest rip-off of the movie- 
goer's dollar since the movie 
industry began.

The skeleton is so 
sadly lacking in strength it 
looks as if Ruby is doing the 
dragging. 

As the supernatural forces 
exert pressure in this maca- 
bre mess, we see Ruby's 
drive-in movie staff killed by 
Strangulation with reems of 
film, and with the blood 
drained out of them, which 
makes for a deep red coke for 
one unfortunate drive-in 
movie fan. :

Terrarium gardening 


By Stella Langier 

Terra means earth and 
arium means ‘‘home,’’ so a 
errarium is a home for earth 
-and where there is fertile 
earth, plant life is possible. 
Any type of clearly trans- 
parent container can be used 
for a terrarium, 

You'll need a container, 
drainage material, soil and 
plants. 

First of all decide where 
the terrarium will be used. In 
the living room it should be 
more formal than in the den, 
kitchen or office. Good, 
indirect light with no direct 
sunlight is the rule. Do not 
use your terrarium near a 
heat outlet or on your 
television set.

DRAINAGE MATERIAL 


The first layer of drainage 
material should be three- 
quarters of an inch to two 
inches of coarse sand and 
gravel, then aboutone cup 
horticultural charcoal. Next 
put down a thin layer of 
shredded sphagnum moss, 
just enough to keep the soil 
out of the drainage material. 
Now add three to four 
tablespoons of charcoal chips 
and then the soil. 

Charcoal chips keep the 
soil from turning sour and act 
as a purifying agent.

Now a home for the plants 
is ready. There are literally 
hundreds of plants that will 
do well in your terrarium but 
do not mix succulants with 
cactus. Cactus needs a home 
of its own, 


CARE & MAINTENANCE 


Check condensation inside 
a few days after planting. If 
droplets have formed at the 
top of your container, and 
just above the soil, then your 
moisture level is correct. If 


your container is completely: 


covered with condensation, 
you should wipe out all 
condensation. A quick ch- 
ange in temperature will 
cause a terrarium to cloud up 
entirely. 

Water lightly each month 
using three to four table- 
spoons. Use water that is at 
room temperature.

HARVESTING HERBS 
FOR DRYING 
Herbs can be used all 
summer long in the fresh 
stage but for drying they 
should be picked before the 


flower heads reach full 
maturity.

It is 
best to pinch the leaves from 
the stem at the base of each 
leaf. This may seem like 
more work but the stem is 
actually the only part that is 
necessary'to be dried. The 
stalk part of large-leaved 
herbs has no appreciable 
amount of flavor. 

Tying bunches of herbs 
together and hanging them 
to dry is a common practice. 
This means that the time 
consuming job of removing 
the stems is left for after- 
wards. 

WINDOW SCREEN MAKES 
IDEAL DRYER 

Small leaved herbs such as 
dill, thyme, and marjoram, 
dry much quicker so they 
may be left on the branches. 
Rapid drying will insure the 
best green colour in the final 
product. The herbs should be 
placed in a hot, dry, dark, 
well ventilated spot. A 
window screen is ideal to use 
for drying, as it is important 
for the air to circulate over 
and under the leaves. 

When crisp as can be, 
from a few days to a week in 
very hot weather, they 
should be put into con- 


tainers. 
HERBS TO GROW 
If you have never grown 
herbs you might like to plan 
to add them to your garden 
or flower bed next year! 
Borage is easily grown 
from seed and has deep blue 


. flowers that attract bees. It 


has a faint cucumber flavor 
which is used in drinks. 

Basil is very spicy. It is 
used in a variety of dishes 
including fish, eggs, meat 
and tomato. 

Chives give a mild onion 
flavor to but are 
much more easily digested. 

Dills are used in pickles, 
soups, salads, etc, 

Fennel is a tall plant with 
yellow flowers and feathery 
foliage. It is used as a 
garnish for salads or in 
sauces with fish. The seeds 
have an aniseed-like taste. 

Garlic clove sections can 
be planted in the spring. 
Garlic is used.as a flavoring 
in numerous dishes. 

Lavender can be grown in 
your herb garden too. It's 
dried leaves are used in 
sachets. Wouldn't you enjoy

salads, 


the smell of lavender from 
your garden all year round? 

Mint, a very common 
herb, is used with peas and 
carrots, lamb, salads, fresh 
beverages etc. Sweet mar- 
joram, a member of the mint 
family is also nice with lamb. 

Parsley is used mainly in 
sauces, but also makes a 
lovely garnish for meat, fish 
and salads. 

Sage, with its strong flavor 
is used in dressings, meat 
dishes and soups. 

Thyme, another popular 
herb is used in soups, cheese 
and egg dishes, and meats as 
well as with vegetables. 

USING HERBS 

Add herbs to stews, 
soups and sauces during the 
latter part.of cooking. With 
salad dressings and juices 
add them as long before 
serving as possible for the 
best flavor. 

How much do you use? A 
quarter teaspoon is approx. 
equal to a pinch and this 
should be enough for 4 
servings. Taste to be sure, 
your preference may differ 
for specific herbs.

receive compensation 


Alberta's Crimes Comp- 
ensation Board has made 
awards to three Edmonton 
men who were victims of 
assaults. 

Reginald P. Tierman was 
awarded continuing monthly 
payments of $520 plus $27 
for expenses and lost earn- 
ings. In five previous de- 
cisions the Board awarded 
Tierman a total of $13,582 for 
living expenses, guide dog, 
glasses, prescription drugs, 
medical reports and legal 
fees. 

Tierman, 44 at the time, 
was assaulted during an 
altercation in a Caroline 
motel on April 3, 1973. His 
left eye was ruptured, and 
because the right eye was 
only able to distinguish light, 
he was left virtually sight- 
less. Clayton Donald Taylor 
was convicted of assault and 
given a two-year suspended 
sentence. The Board will 
review the application in 12 
months. 

Frank R. Taylor was 
awarded monthly payments 
of $450 for 12 months. In four

increase in verbal content. 

In response, Access sug- 
gested changes in answer to 
both federal and provincial 
requirements. Access pro- 
posed that such require- 
ments could be satisfied by a 
minor increase in instruc- 
tional programs of one 
percent per year to a maxi- 
mum of 10 percent. 

The research study, which 
analyzed 741 listener res- 
ponses to the White Paper, 
indicated that 51% of lis- 
teners are opposed to the 
Provincial Authority guide- 
lines that instructional pro- 
gramming be increased sub- 
stantially. Only 18% were in 
favour of such change. 
Response was almost evenly 
divided on the CRTC pre- 
ference for more programs of 
a verbal nature with 36% of 
respondents favouring and 
35% opposing such pro- 
grams. On changes suge- 
ested by Access which op- 
erates the radio station, 38% 
of listeners were not in 
favour, with 30% supporting 
such changes. The study was 
conducted by Complan Re- 
search of Alberta. 

Classical music as well as 
news and public affairs 
programs were rated high in 
popularity by listeners. In 
addition, cultural programs, 
jazz, blues and popular 
music continue to have wide 
support among listeners. The 
fact that CKUA does not 
carry commercials was also a 
popular feature of the stat- 
ion. 

Results of the White Paper 
research will be sent to the 
Alberta Educational Com- 
munications Authority, whe- 
re Access will press for 
adoption of its compromise 
position to make only a 
gradual increase in educa- 
tional and instructional pro- 
gramming on CKUA. 

At present, CKUA broad- 
casts on AM radio from 
Edmonton and FM stereo 
from Edmonton, Calgary, 
Lethbridge and Medicine 
Hat, making it the only 
provincial network station in 
Canada. As CKUA app- 
roaches its SOth anniversary 
in November, the opening of 
two new transmitters in 
Grande Prairie and Peace 
River late this fall will bring 


some 85% of Albertans 
within reach of CKUA 
broadcasting.

Here Today - Here Tomorrow

Sometime — next week, 
next month, next year, or 
next decade (pick one: your 
guess is as good as the next 
person’s) — the federal go- 
vernment’s present wage and 
price controls programme 
will come to an end, But it’s 
proving harder to get out of 
controls than the govern- 
ment expected when it intro- 
duced the programme a cou- 
ple of years ago. 

Some of the blame can be 
pinned on big business and 
big labour. The government 
offered to remove manda- 
tory controls if big business 
and big labour would volun- 
tarily follow wage and price 
guidelines in the future — 
only to have both parties re- 
fuse to cooperate. So much 
for the government's hopes 
of getting out of controls 
easily. 

But don’t feel too sorry 
for the government. After 
all, the real reason why we 
are likely to have controls 
for much longer than most 
of us anticipated a couple 
of years ago is the govern- 
ment’s own inept economic 
management. Instead of 
using, the past two years to 
introduce measures which 
could help counter inflation, 
Ottawa has simply fueled the 
fires of inflation by spending 
even more recklessly. 

Controls were introduced 
by Prime Minister Trudeau 
with orders that Canadians 
must develop “new atti- 
tudes”. But government 
stuck with its old attitudes. 
The government now takes

more out of every dollar 
earned than it took two 
years ago. 

Because governments have 
refused to control spending, 
our businesses face high 
federal, provincial and muni- 
cipal taxes. The end result is 
higher wages, higher interest 
rates — higher everything 
than the United States. 

We could create jobs in Ca- 
nada, Currently, we import 
$10 billion more products 
than we export — and much 
of this could be going into 
domestic production if our 
costs were in line. 

From 1970 to 1975, Ca- 
nada’s oil prices were lower 
than world levels. This should 
have given our manufacturers 
a competitive advantage in- 
ternationally. Instead, the 
various governments borrow- 
ed heavily and forced the 
value of the Canadian dollar 
up to $1.03 in U.S. terms. 
We threw away a once-in-a- 
lifetime opportunity. 

The Canadian Federation 
of Independent Business ar- 
gues that the best cure for 
our present problems is (a) 
massive cuts in federal and 
provincial spending accom- 
panied by (b) sharp cuts in 
sales taxes. The programme 
would create jobs while re- 
ducing the cost of living. 

The government has 
shown no signs of interest 
in the C.F.1.B. proposal. But 
that’s to be expected: the 
measures require strong lea- 
dership. Getting out of con- 
trols will not be easy. If the 
government refuses to pro- 
vide strong, aggressive leader- 
ship,controls are here to stay.

Well, here we are in the 
midst of the most serious 
unemployment mess since 
the dreary days of the 1930s 

and it promises to get 
much worse by the end of 
winter, So what is gov- 
ernment doing? In typical 
fashion, our national leaders 
are sticking their fiscal fingers 
in the economic dike and 
praying for a miracle. 

You can count on one 
thing about government: 
whenever it gets into ecorio- 
mic trouble, it responds by 
trying to shore up big busi- 
ness. The assumption in 
Ottawa is that big business 
is the foundation of our 
economy. But, asa new book

called ‘Small Business: Build- 
ing a Balanced Economy” 
by York University’s Dr. 
Rein Petersonstrongly points 
out, big business isn't neces- 
sarily good business. Not, at 
least, for all Canadians, 

Dr. Peterson spent a year 
investigating some of the 
more popular beliefs about 
the merits of big business. 
The results of his investiga- 
tions are surprising. For in- 
stance, although big business 
is believed to be the most 
significant source of employ- 
ment in Canada, in fact, only 
15% of the big firm’s total 
costs are for wages. The 
small firm, on the otherhand, 
pays out approximately 30% 
of its total expenditures as 
wages. So the small firm is

responsible for more employ- 
ment, per dollar of sales, 
than the large firm. 

Now, you might suspect 
that the government would 
go out of its way to help 
the small businessman. After 
all, a thriving small business 
sector could solve much of 
the employment crisis, But 
the government doesn’t see 
it that way. 

Instead, the small firm 


because it has a higher pro- 
portion of its business tied 
up in labour ~ bears a heavier 
paperwork and tax ‘burden 


than the large firm. Not only 
must the employer act as the 
government's tax collector, 
but it must also contribute 
to unemployment insurance 
and pension funds on the 
employee’s behalf. Mean- 
while, the big firms — which 
can use machines to replace 
large numbers of workers 
receive tax breaks from the 
government afd are freed 
from much of the paperwork 
that comes with employing 
others. 

The way it works out, the 
small firm is actually paying 
for the social costs that are 


created by the big firm. In 
socialist countries, Dr. Peter- 
son discovered , the big, state- 
owned firms consistently 
lose money; the deficit is 
paid out of taxes on the 
profitable small firms 


Andwhatabout the theory 
that the small firm gets tax 
concessions that aren't avail- 
abie to big business? Dr. 
Peterson found that the 


average smallest corporation 
actually pays 27.7% tax on 
earnings while the biggest 
corporation, after allowing 
for capital incentives, pays 
28%. In other words, the so- 
called “dual corporate tax 
rate’ which the government 
claims means much lower 
taxes for small business than 
for big business is a sham. 

The Canadian Federation 
of Independent Business has 
suggested that UIC and CPP 
contributions should be re- 
moved from the employer's 
responsibilities and tied in 
to the income tax system. 
Dr. Peterson's findings back 
up the Federation and prove 
it’s time the government quit 
relying on fiscal fingers in 
the economic dike.

The MD of Sturgeon is 
trying to work out how best it 
can accommodate Division 
One of Thorhild County into 
its own boundaries.

road allegation 


The Morinville Board of 
Trade was criticized in short 
order at Morinville council 
Monday night for making 
“unwarranted’’ allegations 
that the town did not know 
how to build roads. 

The criticisms came out as 
council discussed next year’s 
provincial street assistance 
program, after Councillor 
Ross Quinn came in from a 
Board of Trade meeting with 
the allegations fresh in his 
mind, 

There wete allegations 
that Morinville ‘‘roads would 
be washed down the sewer in 
one year," 

The comment was made 
we didn’t know what the hell 
we were doing,’’ said Mr. 
Quinn. 

Mr. Quinn said the Board 
of Trade should have come to 
the council if they had 
legitimate complaints, 

Morinville Mayor Art St- 
apleton did not stay silent for 
long after the allegations 
were brought to council. 

He wanted permission to 
set up the new street 
assistance program ‘‘as soon 


as we get the five year 
debenture."’ 

And he said, ‘*‘When 
people complain, they would 
make damn good road 
engineers if they weren't so 
good at their present voca- 
tion.”’ 

He added, ‘The streets 
have been kept as good as 
they have by the type of top 
we have on them now."’

Memories re - lived of the old landing trail

On a dull, quiet Labor Day 
weekend, a contingent of 
very brave and hardy people 
set out to re-live the ways of 
the courageous pioneers of 
the early 1900's. 

All on horseback, they 
rode into the town of Gibbons 
carly on Monday morning, 
September S, after travelling 
and camping along *‘The Old 
Landing Trail." 

A history of bygone days 
was brought to everyone of 
the many residents of Gib- 
bons, who were there at the 
Legion Hall of Gibbons, to 
greet the riders. 

Mayor Reg Austin, a man 
who has lived through the 
times when the settlers were 
still travelling down that old 
trail, was a very happy 
person on seeing this event 
to its completion. The riders 
had coffee and lunch, loaded 
their horses up into the big 
white ‘‘livestock,’* truck and 
then boarded a bus to 
Edmonton, 

A wonderful little woman, 
who as a young girl, went up 
that *‘old landing trail’’ in 
190S is Miss Connie Roberts.

Roberts had recently arrived

ministerial position at the 
Anglican Church of Ft.

They travelled by 
a partially covered wagon 
and had to eat bannock, 
when they camped to have 
their meals. There was no 
white bread to be had. 


After several years at Ft. 
Chipewyen, the Roberts fa- 
mily took a post at the 
Anglican Church of Gibbons, 
when it stood near the trestle 
north of Gibbons at a place 
then called ‘‘Battenburg.”’ 

Travelling back from Ft. 
Chipewyeén they travelled by 
stage coach, then on a rail- 
way hand-car and then by 
train. 

The Landing Trail riders 
who arrived at Gibbons on 
September 5 were fascinated 


by the trail itself. Much of 
the trail’s history was related 
to them by Connie Roberts, 
who is still very active. The 
riders heard these histories. 
after travelling and camping 
in much the same way 
themselves, through chilly, 
damp weather. 

So a bit of the old pioneer 
times came to the hearts of 
all who were there to greet 
the 1977 pioneers on our 
beautiful ‘Old Landing Tr- 
ail.”’
